Introduction

B.  During  the  period  January  1,  1S89,  through  December 
31,  1990,  the  Committee  accepted  political  contributions,  made 
expenditures,  filed  reports  with  OCPF  and  undertook  other 
activities  for  the  purpose  of  supporting  Argeo  Paul  Cellucci' s 
candidacy  for  lieutenant  governor  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts . 

C.  The  political  contributions,  expenditures,  filings  and 
other  activities  noted  above  and  detailed  below  and  in  the 
attached  Final  Audit  Report  ("Report")  are  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  M.G.L.  c.55,  the  campaign  finance  law,  and  the 
regulations  promulgated  thereunder. 


Resolution 


In  order  to  resolve  the  matter  now  before  OCPF  the  parties 
mutually  agree  for  the  purposes  of  this  Agreement  only  as 
follows : 

1.   Based  upon  OCPF's  review  of  Committee  reports  and 
other  material  and  documentation  supplied  to  OCPF  by  the 
Candidate  and/or  the  Committee,  OCPF  has  concluded  that  the 
Candidate  and  the  Committee  violated  certain  provisions  of  the 
campaign  finance  law  as  set  forth  in  the  Report . 
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2 .  In  addition  to  the  actions  taken  by  the  Committee  in 
response  to  Exhibits  A,  Exhibit  C  and  Exhibit  D  of  OCPF's 
Preliminary  Audit  Report  as  noted  in  the  Report,  the  Committee, 
the  Candidate  and  the  Treasurer,  as  the  case  may  be,  agree  to 
take  the  following  actions  with  respect  to  OCPF's  findings  as 
set  forth  in  Exhibit  B  within  thirty  (30)  days  of  execution  of 
this  Agreement : 

(a)  The  Candidate  and  Treasurer  shall  amend  the 
Committee's  campaign  finance  reports  in  a  manner  consistent 
with  the  requirements  of  M.G.L.  c.55,  s.19  and  otherwise 
satisfactory  to  OCPF  to  reflect  the  fact  that  the  $10,000  loan 
reported  by  the  Committee  on  or  about  September  11,  1990  was 
the  proceeds  of  a  loan  from  the  Argeo  R.  Cellucci,  the 
Candidate's  father. 

(b)  The  Candidate  and  Treasurer  shall  amend  the 
Committee's  campaign  finance  reports  to  reflect  the  fact  that 
the  $5,000  Committee  expenditures  made  on  or  about  December  3, 
1990  and  February  5,  1991  to  the  Candidate  were  repayments  of 
the  $10,000  loan  which  was  the  proceeds  of  a  loan  from  said 
Argeo  R.  Cellucci. 

(c)  The  Committee,  the  Candidate  and  the  Treasurer  agree 
that  any  future  loan  made  by  the  Candidate  to  the  Committee 
will  be  made  only  from  the  Candidate's  personal  funds  or  from 
the  proceeds  of  a  loan  from  a  national  or  state  bank  made  in 
accordance  with  the  applicable  banking  laws  and  regulations  and 
in  the  ordinary  course  of  business  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  M.G.L.  c.55. 

(d)  The  Candidate  agrees  to  make  a  payment  in  the  amount 
of  $500  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.   Said  payment 
shall  be  made  from  the  Candidate's  personal  funds  and  not  from 
any  funds  of  the  Committee. 

3 .  This  Agreement  constitutes  a  complete  disposition  of 
the  matters  specifically  addressed  herein,  but  does  not  dispose 
of  any  matters  not  specifically  addressed  herein. 

4.  This  Agreement  shall  be  binding  upon  the  Candidate, 
and  the  Committee  and  Treasurer,  their  successors,  and  all 
other  present  and  future  officers  of  the  Committee. 

5.  OCPF  may,  at  any  time,  review  compliance  with  this 
Agreement.   If  it  believes  that  this  Agreement,  or  any 
requirement  thereof,  has  been  violated,  it  may  proceed  with  any 
action  provided  by  M.G.L.  c.55 

6 .  The  Candidate  and  Treasurer  have  entered  into  this 
Agreement,  knowingly  and  voluntarily,  in  an  effort  to  resolve 
all  matter  set  forth  in  the  Agreement.  By  executing  this 
Agreement,  neither  the  Candidate  or  Treasurer  nor  the  Committee 
make  any  admission  for  any  collateral  purpose. 
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7.   This  Agreement  is  a  public  record  under  section  7  of 
the  M.G.L.  c.4  and  shall  be  subject  to  public  inspection  as 
required  by  section  10  of  M.G.L.  c.66.
